2. In bla speech, President DAMIAKOT outlined the Birth of the East* 
European Movement for a United Europe as the result of tvo-year 
preparations in cognisance of the historical European development 
which indicates political consolidation as the finishing touch to 
European oivi.lisation, European unity gives the guarantee for 
the future peaceful development of its mental and economlo values. 
President DAMYAN07 referred to Soviet Foreign Minister «OLOT07»s 
attempt in BEBIIK to confront a Europe under Soviet leadership 
to a truly free Europe, and expressed the hope that those who 
are partially responsible for the present conditions in EUROPE 
be aware of this fact and make stronger efforts than ever before 
on behalf of the achievement of a European unity. In this 
oonnectionj the speaker found appreciative words for the attitude 
of the three Western Foreign Ministers in BERLIN. Re emphasized 
that it was now the duty of East-Buropean representatives of the 
enslaved nations' to speak a clear lenguage. The East-Europeans 
stand for an Integrated Europe ^d thus want to make their 
contribution to the common cause. "Coordination of our efforts 
to this effect is necessary. The echo that our organization found 
in cirelea of Wes tom advocates of the European idea is very 
favorable. It depends on all of us to strengthen this prestige 
. through our work, and to strive with aH our strength, as in-, 

defatigable fighters, for the achievement of the European community",

As regards, the working methodo of the organization, th€ aecrctar 7 
general said that the following neasuree would be neceasaryt

b. To win espoeially the youth for the European idea and to hove 
them partloii^te in the Movement *s work on the largest possible 
scale; 

c. To create a platform providing for the possibility of attenuating, 
balfmcing and solving existing national and political differenoea 
among the Eaat>Europeana. 

Addrcos5ng the oceitics, the spooKcr concluded by quoting West 
Gernsan Chai^oollor Dr. Konrad AD>21ADER regarding European 
integration! **Thero are political noceoeitles whioh are 00 
cogent that they will prevail in the long run. Uy eo-called 
optiniem is nothing but the confidence in the strength of these 
neceositioB. The fluctuations of dally politics cannot produce 
an essential change «** 

As the next point on the agenda, His Excellency Dr* Petras KARVELIS 
a poke on hia Impreaaions as observer of the Lithuanian Supreme 
Liberation Council and of the Baltic Co\incil at the BERLIN Conference. 
Minister KASTISLIS analyzed the activity of the Soviet Foreign 
Uixiister. He explained that the conference was bound to fail 
since MOLOTOV was the same person who concluded the pact with 
RIBBENTROP, carried through the attaok on FINLAND y^isnd the 
annexation of the Baltic States, and who inflnenced Soviet 
policy in TEHERAN, YALTA and POTSDAM. MOLOTOV can therefore not 
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\>e accept^' aa w honest peace-Q^ez:t^ahd he . can; neither, eiifor^ a^ 
peaOe poXic/ whi^h is in contrast With his pMt ;forel^ j^licy 
activity. To answer the accusations qf the US. .Secretary of State, . 
MOIiOTOV availed himself of :the ^osoeat falsification of hi'etoiy. 
Minister KARVEliXS ou^Crested that a j^rtinent .ahcwer he ^ven.. 

As far aa the Western Poreien Ministers are c^hcemed. It was 
noticed that only Mr, DULLES mentioned t)ie Eaot-Europboh hationa, 
and then only the case of the Baltic States. . Minister kARVELIS 
re£nretted the fact that the French and British did not once mention 
the enslaved peoples of the Boat. The European press and. public 
opinion, espoclally ln FMNCE and nfCLAND, dipplayed m identical 
attitude. In this roopoct Minister KARVKLlS sees a misBion of 
the Eaat'Burepoan Movomoht far a United Europe in counterad^n^ 
this indifference of public opinion in Western Europe re^rding 
the fate of the Eaotem pooplea.

Tn the oponker*o opinion, the Vnetex^ dblogntiohs had come to 
BKHLin without any llluaiono about MOLOTOV* a true intontlono. 
N«vortUeleoii, the nrltleh arid the Frr»nch Indked any.undemtnnding 
for the B\ut- European pooplen. Ao far as the Soyioto ore bonocmed, 
they still maintain the th^tory of the Wool*e oylulcmatio doeay« 

^# Walter BAHAITlSj in charge of press matters in the executive ; 
commit f'.ee of the Eaat-Europ'ion Movement, also outlined the same 
topic. Ho stated that in BERLIN for the first time the West 
responded to the Soviets' propaganda orgumentations with the t 
same metho'd. As a result this, no taljia could develop since 
one cannot argue with slo£^8. MOLOTOV compromised hlmseif for 
the first time since be was "driven into a.comer", pa.rticularly 
with regardb to the Austrian State treaty which KOLQTOV did not 
sign. The interesting points at the BERLIN conference were not 
the public Ulks, but the discussions behind closed doors, since, 
there; true political negotiations took place, espeoislly in the 
CHINA-question and the disarm^ent problem. M0IX3T0V*s attMpt to 
discuss the CHHU«question in public is proof that he Intended to 
utilize t^e subject as a propaganda means toward the Chinese# 

This indicates that the SOVIET UNION is not as sure of its Chinese 
partner aa It jpre tends to be# MOLOTOV'S plan for EUROPE Is 
interesting and 'deuagerous# BANAITIS is quoted as having saidt 
"Our Western federalists have made a tremendous mistake by limiting 
themselves to partial solutions and: being afraid of the European*wide 
solution# Now, MOLCiTOV has brought up the latter solution..." 

"But it is primarily the East-Eoiopeans who are oonpetent in this 
matter* We must detect apd expose the weak points of the Soviet 
plan for EUROPE# For this purpobo, the executive committee directed 
an open letter to MOLOTOV composed of the following five pointa-of-vievi 
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a. Whether MOLOTOV* s theeie is European or Eurasian; 

b. The declaration must be reflective and must refer to tnily 
big. problems} 

c. The declaration must be vorded in a neutral manner; 

d. Ko polemics will be used since no answer can be expected; 

. e. It shall have equal effects on both sides (West and Bast), 

After this explanation, secretary general DDMITRBSCU read to the 
audience the open letter to ?:OLOTOV (see enclosure) which the 
Council released for publication, 

7* Ihereupon, Minister KARVELIS again took the stand. He stated that 
the BERLIN Conference was the first time that MOLOTOV did not have 
to cheek with MOSCOW, in other words, he was able to make decisions 
hima^f, Revblant became the Bolshevists* tendency to act as 
front-rank fighters for the national idea and the national interests 
toward the Eastern peoples. By pointing to non-existent German 
"militarism" they also attempt to conceal the actually existing 
Soviet milltBrism* The Minister said that one wo\xld have to occupy 
oneself more closely with MOIOTOV‘e person to elaborate an analysis 
of his work. Minister KARVELIS closed his address with the statemsnt 
that the West still does not dare to tell the truth to this war 
crimlnal*8 face. 
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8, General Jon CHBORGIIE spoke on point five of the Austrian State 

treaty. In this point the Soviets insist on discrimination against 
refugees who have fought against Bolshevism, Although the treaty 
had not been signel, the Western foreign miniaters accepted it in 
H principle. The spiraker requested whether or not the Council could 
I take steps in this matter, Evgeni j SILIANOV spoke in this 

connection, and suggested that such a protest be made in the fom 
■ of a diplomatic document*. In this document, it should also be 

mentioned that MOLOTOV spoke in the name of the satellites without 
being authorized to do so and without meeting protests on the part 
of the Western Ministers, who made no mention of the satellite 
countries, except for the Baltic countries, President DAMIANOV 
suggested that a commission be appointed, with General GEEOEGHE 
as the chairman aiid Minister KARVELIS and Evgeni j SILIANOV as 
members, to elaborate this document. Secretary general BTIUITRESCII 
called for appointment of a Hungarian member also. Minister 
KARVELIS renounced his appointment since he does not live in ' 

MUNICH, and suggested Walter BANAITIS as his replaoemeht. The 
Council designated the following persons as members of the oommiseiont 
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Gcnoral dlKOnClTE (ohalrmrm), SlUAKOVi BAKAITIS, and Conoul Conoral 
CINDRIC* SncIANOT called attention to tho fact that tho document 
would have to bo compoaod in a maiiner that inauros a constructive 
and not oal/ critical and ne^^ative effect, lilchaol IdSCHAIKOT 
asked the (question as to how far international agreements regarding 
the refugees are still of value* He suggested that the occaoion 
be used to discuss the question in the subsequent press conference* 

At the suggestion of HUUITRESCU, Evgeni j 8X11^07 was requested 
to broach this question at the press conference* 

SeoretaiT general DUMITRESCU brought out the point that with thia 
session an emigrft conference beyond national lines had been achieved* 

He stressed that one had desisted fron holding a lecture with 
subsequent discussions, but in exchange for t^t, three missions 
had 80 far been crystallized* 

a. To elaborate an answer to Soviet falsification of history { 

b* To take steps to win public opinion in the West on behalf of 
the Eastern countries; 

e* To penetrate the Iron Curtain and to fight the Soviet oonception 
of the European idea. 

HUHITHESCO emphasized that it was now the duty of the executive ■ 
committee to start working on these missions and to report on 
the results at the next session of the Council. At the suggestion 
of Minister EARVELIS, the executive committee was requested to 
send a telegram of thanks to US Secretary of State DULLES in the 
face of tbe fact that Mr* DULLES defended the Baltic States in 
BERLIN. 

10* As to point five of the agenda, Minister KARVELIS moved for placing 

on tbe agenda of the next council session the problem of a coordinating 
center to be created in EUROPE for the purpose of Joint appearance 
of all representations of the satellite states* TKe suggestion 
was adopted* Minister KAR7EMS considers it the mission of the 
East-European Movement for a United Europe to appeal to STRASBOURG 
so that the vacant seats of the Eastern countries not represented 
in the European Coxinoil will be occupied by the Movement's 
representatives* Minister KAHYELIS said literally t ''EUROPE CEumot 
arise without us, and we want to cooperate", the Minister made the 
STRASBOURG office of the* Lithuanian observer available to the East- 
Europoan Movement* General HENN7EY emphaisized tbe importance of 
this problem, and suggested that contact be ostabllshed with 
secretary general SCHNEIDER in STRASBOURG* 
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DDiUTIlESCU 8tr«osod that tho Sast**Suropotin Movcnont is not a roof- 
or^onlzatlon and| by no noano, a competitive ’’enterprise" for 
organlzationo already la existence. This should not be so mis* 

. interpreted by the other national erai^ppfc organ! zat Iona working 
in the European Movement* Since the council members present 
chiefly hold leading functions in these organizations and also 
In the national representations, DUMITHilSCU appealed to these 
members to support the activities of the East-Suropean Movement 
for a United Europe within the scope of their organizations and 
national comoiitteea* Uinister KIRTSLIS defined that, in his 
opinion, the mission of the organization is to form a committee ' 
for East'Curopean questions comprising all Eastern states which 
were free prior to the war, as wall as to cooperate with STHASBOURU 
and BRUSSELS* 

The council session was followed by a press conferenoe which 
lasted about 2 hours, present wore representatives of UP, IP, 

DPA, various German newspapers, the Toice of America, Radio Free 
Europe, and the Bdyerleoher Rundfunk broadcasting station* The 
70A and RPE made use. In up to three days of broadcasting, of 
the existence of the East-Euxopean Movement for a United Europe 
as such, of the session of the council, and of the letter to 
M0L0T07 in their broodoasts to Eastern Europe in all East- 
European languages* 
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
